The previous question was then ordered on 
the final passage of the bill, which Colerick 
of Iodiana moved to recommit, n ilh instruc­ 
tions to the Committee of Census to report a 
provision that iu a State where the number 
of representatives is reduced, it shall be law­ 
ful for the Governor, after the State shall 
have been redestricted, to provide for a 
special election. 
The motion to recommit wag ,ost—yeas 
107, nays 142. 
The bill was then passed without division.

The firemen, after beirg assured that there 
were no explosives in the place, went to work, 
anti after playing on tfce flames about an 
hour a terrific explosion occurred. 
The bod­ 
ies of men were thrown in every direction, 
the air was filled with rubbish and the ground 
covered with victims—some killed, seme seri- 
■ usly ir jqred, and others badly hurt. 
Dead 
bodies < i tha men lay ceiled on the ground, 
others labored in the agonieti of death, a num 
her writhing in their blood moaned and 
groaned piteously for help, many lay insen­ 
sible in their surroundings, and others, bruised 
and bleeding, groped their way from the 
scene of the terrible accident. Propio prayed 
in the open streets, ard tbe shrieks of thedy- 
ing were appalling. 
Tbe fire was abandoned, 
and everybody in condi.iou to do so turned 
attention to alleviating the distress. 
The 
houses in the vicinity of the explosion were 
converted into hospitals and the wounded re­ 
moved thereto.

Be Prepared for Short Crop»—Help for 
the Parmer—Price» of Wheat 
and Barley—Etc. 


W e last week gave numerous reasons why 
a dry season would not affect the general 
prosperity of the State at the present time, 
as in the dry seasons of 1863-1, 1870-1, and 
1876-7. 
Among these reasons are : extended 
cultivation in sectione not eo liable to be in­ 
jured by drought—aa among the foothills of 
both ranges of mountains east and west of 
u s ; the cultivation of reclaimed overflowed 
lan d s; the introduction of a greater variety 
of crop»; the more general adoption of the 
eu'nmer-fallow 
Bystem 
of 
cultivation, 
and the extension of irrigation over large sec­ 
tions, thns rendering these sections inde­ 
pendent of rainfall. 
Notwithstanding all 
these considerations, it becomes the producers 
all over the State to look the present sitna- 
t on square in the face and to prepare for it» 
worst coue?quences. 
The present high prices 
of domestic products of all kinds is owing to 
the threatened dry season. 
Barley is quoted 
in San Francisco at from $1 85 to $ 1 92 per 
cental. .Oats about the same. 
Corn from 
92 to $2 25. 
Rye from $2 25 to $2 30. 
Po­ 
tatoes from §1 80 to SI 90. 
H ay from $12 
t 816 per ton. 
In fact all the products of 
the farm are higher a t this time than they 
have been before for years. 
I t m ost be re­ 
in mbered that all these prices are more or 
leas speculative in consequence cf anticipated 
dry w eathersndshortcropsthecomingeea«on. 
I ; may be well also for farmers to note that 
tbe control of prices at the present time is 
nut with producers bnt with speculators—the 
crops of last year having passed from the 
hands of producers to the hands of dealers 
and speculators. 
The producers are at this 
time buyers rather than sellers, aud hence in­ 
stead of being gainers from the high prices 
they are losers. 
As a rule farmers in this 
State sell wheat and buy flcur for the con­ 
sumption of their families. 
This would not 
work any loss, perhaps, if they bought their 
flour at the same time they sold their wheat, 
f.ir then it would be a mere m atter of ex­ 
change on the same scale of value or price. 
As a m atter of fac‘, however, most farmers 
sell their wheat crepe in the fall, when, as a 
rule, prices are lew, and huy their fl >ur 
as wanted for use, that is, all through the sea­ 
son, and in this way they generally sell at low 
prices and Luy at high prices, at least a large 
portion of tbe fl ur used. 
I t is also very fre­ 
quently the case in th ii State th at farmers 
s 111 out their barley and oats and potatoes eo 
close that they are compelled to purchase 
before another harvest of these crops comes 
around again, and alm ret as frequent do they 
have to pay much more fur their purchases than 
they received for their sales. 
As a m atter of 
fact we know that at tbe present time maDy 
farmers who produced large crops of barley 
the past season and sold these crops a t from 
$1 to $1 50 per ceLtal, are now buying their 
seed barley and paying therefor from $1 75 
to $1 85 per cental, aud getting barley of a 
poorer quality thau th at tuey sold. 
The 
same a tato of facts is true with many farmers 
who raised and s. fid crofB of potatoes. 
They 
sold at low, and are now buying at very high 
fig irss. As a general thing farmers are specu­ 
lators out of pocket on the crops they produce. 
The prices generally remain low till the crops 
1 ave passed nut of first hauds, and come up 
wnen they are in the hands of dealers and 
speculators. 
In this respect farmers are 
seldom prepared for short crops and high 
prices. 
The producers are the last men to 
make money out of the fluctuations of prices 
of the crops they produce. 
They generally 
sell off 
so close 
th at 
a 
hard winter 
or a dry summer compels them to enter 
the m arket as buyers, instead of being 
f ucd there with balanc s to dispose of 
at the acivt need rates. 
Farm ers should al­ 
ways calculate to carry over a portion of the 
crop of one season till the next season has 
advanced sufficiently to determine definitely 
whether they can safely di-pose of the re­ 
serve. 
Any other course is simply reckless 
im prudence; an imprudence which no good 
bu.-iness man should be guilty cf, and which 
very few business men in other avocations of 
life are guilty of. I t is this imprudence which 
causes the loss of so much stock in the State 
whenever an unusually hard winter occurs or 
ween a dry summer is experienced. As usual, 
the present rhreatened dry season has found 
t'is farmers generally ur prepared in almost 
every way to meet and pass through it with­ 
out serious losses or without ruinous sacri­ 
fices to attem pt to prevent losses. 
W e are 
already hearing of the loss of stock in differ­ 
ent portions of the 
State, and if 
the 
cold, 
dry 
weather 
continues these re­ 
ports wilt come oftener and more of them, 
¿ a .mars should improve the present, not 
only in endeavoring to ward < ff the present 
loss, but in perfecting arrangements to avoid 
similar danger under like circumstances in 
the future. 
I t is now almost a certainty that 
the southern portion of the State, including 
a large portion of the San Joaquin valley, 
will not raise enough the present season to 
furnish food for the population of th at ser- 
ti;n aud fur the domestic animals owned 
t ' —rein. Barge numbers of sheep and cattle are 
already being driven north in e-ar.h for food, 
mm more will be driven as fast as they can 
g “t away. 
The northern pirtion of the 
H tite has not at the present time sufficient 
f md to support in fair condition the stock 
w eed in it, and unless warm and more fa 
vor ible weather comes soon we shall hear the 
wail of suffering stock throughout the Jnorth 
as well as iu the south. 
Under the circum­ 
stances what should be done? The winter 
crops are in, but the spring crops have not 
been planted, and there is time yet for doub­ 
ling the amount of these tpriDg crops in­ 
tended to be planted. 
I t is too late now to 
sow wheat wiih a probability th at it will pro­ 
duce a paying crop, 
but barley, 
oats, 
corn, 
peas, 
beans, 
potatoes, onions and 
all kinds of vegetables for human anrl 
stock-f >od 
may ye; 
be 
planted, 
and 
ev. rv available piece of 1 :nd adapted to the 
production of aBy of these spring crops, 
should be cultivated and planted 
No good 
laud that w ill produce anything for man or 
beast si oul 1 he allowed to remain idle. 
If the reputation of the State or the counter- 
oe’in g tf the general bad effects of a partial 
failure of crops be not sufficient to induce an 
extra tff rt, then the prorpect of gain c;r- 
tainljr should. 
Sut/;>,-.-e more were produced 
than is ree led, and suppose each farmer in 
the ncrth-rn half of the State finds, when the 
next winter begins, th at he has more hay, 
more cornsta ks, more barley, more corn and 
m >re of all kinds of farm produce than he 
needs to take his family, and his cattle and 
sheep, hogs and horses through the coming 
season, though it may prove a severe one, and 
th at this produce, if sold, will not pav a 
profit oa the production, what then? 
W ill 
there be anything lost? Certainly n o t; b u \ 
on the c ntrary, the country will be pre­ 
pared f r a future hard winter or dry sum­ 
mer, or for a prospect like the present. 


Help for th e Fanner. 
' 
It is claimed th at the introduction of 
the “ call ” system, or the system of pure 
gambling, in connection with grain transac­ 
tions in the M erchants’ Exchange of San 
Francisco, will help the farmer ; th at it will 
extend the clientage for California's chief 
production—wheat. 
How will it do this? 
In no other way than by allowing the hereto­ 
fore gamblers in mining stocks to manipulate 
the prices of 
wheat—to 
bull and bear 
these 
prices 
as 
they 
have 
been 
in 
the 
bsb.t 
of boiling 
aud bearing the 
p -cea of mining stocks. 
Did this plan help 
i-ne real industry of mining? N ot in the 
least; hut, on the contrary. it was always a 
great iojury to the entire mining industry of 
the State. ” The help to tbe farmer will be in 
the same direction. 
The more money there 
is interested in bulling and bearing wheat 
prices the mure surely will corners be put np 
on the farmers, and the more turely will they 
he robbed of all their legitimate profits of 
production. 
W e 
caution 
farmers 
to 
give this whole scheme a wide berth, and 
ireep entirely away from all who are inter­ 
ested in it. 
I t is claimed that the plan will 
help the farmers to carry their wheat till 
such times as the real demand will secure 
more satisfactory 
prices. 
How 
will 
it 
accomplish this? Simply by forcing p ic-s 
down 
each season 
till the largest por­ 
tion 
of 
the 
crop 
has 
been disposed 
of by producers, and then letting prices 
advance so th-.t they (‘he gamblers) can 
make big profits. 
The idea that the combi­ 
na! i n of jobbers in artificial prices will al'ow 
the farmers—the producers and original hold­ 
ers of tbe wheat—to reap any btnefit izem 
tie artificial pric s is siu p 'y ridiculous. 
I t

lan b—“ covering and devouring.” 


PiIcm of Wheat and Barley. 
In the early day» of California agriculture, 
when wheat bad no export market or value, 
and barley wa» extensively consumed by the 
great number of teams in use freighting goods 
to the mines and by the stock used on the 
various stage routes, it was not uncommon 
f or tbe price of barley to rule higher than that 
of wheat. 
Since California wheat has betn 
exported and has occupied a prominent posi­ 
tion in the quotations of tbe European wheat 
markets this cnndtliin of things has very 
edfkm occurred, »nd the present relative 
prices of the two leadiog grains of the 
State is worthy of special note. No. 1 wheat 
is now worth in Son Francisco $1 65, and 
No. 2 $1 60 to $L 62J per cental. 
In the 
same market hurley is worth as follows : Feed, 
*1 80 to $1 87i ; Brewing, $1 90 to 81 9 5 ; 
Chevalier, $1 8u for choicd standard bay, and 
$1 75 for c ost. 
We do not hesitate to ex­ 
press an opinion th at these prices for barley 
are entirely artificial, and have no relation to 
th8 real demand and supply. 
Those who are 
interested in the 
corner 
on 
barley are 
holding with the hope that 
the 
threat­ 
ened drought in portions of the 
State 
will prove sufficiently a reality to create areal 
scarcity, and thus euabi-i them to secure what 
they demand before letting go. 
W e predict 
th at somebody will be heavy losers. 
More 
barley will be produced this year than for 
years back, as the principal districts iu which 
barley is a leading crop have already had a 
sufficient rainfall, and large areas have been 
and are being planted. 


It Must be Manured—Half and Half. 
N ot long since, during the taking of the 
testimony in the debris trial before tbe Su­ 
perior Court of this city, a representative 
farmer 
and 
a representative miner—old 
friends—met in a well-known fruit store rn 
Second street. 
After a pleasant interchange 
of the time of day, and inquiries after each 
other’s health and business success, the sub­ 
ject cf the pending action naturally came 
up. 
Both had 
been 
on 
the 
etand 
as leading witnesses, and their testimony was 
in direct conflict in almost every particular. 
N aturally enough each was acxions for an 
explanation of seemingly incorrect if not un­ 
true statements made by his friend. 
Tbe 
farmer, who liad himself been a sufferer from 
having portions of hia land covered with 
slickens, inquired of the miner how they 
made the slickons prcduce in the mountains. 
The miner replied that there was no trouble 
about that, and the farmers could make slick- 
ens produce if they were not prejudiced 
against them. The farmer ncet this statem ent 
by- replying that he had himself planted the 
slickens on his place to corn, to rquash, to 
sorghum, to Egyntian corn, had sown them 
to barley, to alfalfa, and had planted Irish 
and sweet potatoes in them, and in fact had 
tried almost everthing, and all had proved 
failures, and be was out not only the use of 
his land, but the labor and eeed and a good 
deal of p.tience. 
I t might make good land 
sometime, 
but 
not 
in 
his 
time, 
or 
for his children 
or children's children. 
“ B ut,” snye the miner, “ you didn’t go to 
work tight. 
You ought to have mixed it 
half and half w ith stable manure, and then 
you would get good crops.” To which the 
farmer replied, without prejudice, th at it 
would take all the stable manure in the State 
to make good soil, by tbe direction of the 
mioer, of the elickene already on his place, 
and he wished the miners would s-nd him no 
more sUckeLS till he had made stable manure 
enough to mix, hall and half, with th at they 
had already sent him.

W e have noticed the early volumes of this 
work at length. Concerning the present it- 
sue, it is to be said th at the period covered 
by its narrative represents a tempestuous 
year and four eventful or.es. 
The whole pe­ 
riod embraced is th at between 1830 and 1835. 
In the p ace of the private correspondence 
of Mattel mcb. which proved so interesting 
iu tae former volumes, we are given selections 
from the diary of Princesa Meluiae, and 
many letters that passed between the Chan­ 
cellor nnd Count Apponyi, then Austrian 
Eiibaesador at Pari-, 
'i n-re is given, aleo, 
correspondence 
with other 
Embassadors, 
and many like diplomatic papers. The 
design, eays the e titer, has been to pre­ 
sent “ an uninterrupted view of Prince Met- 
teroich’s lile in the Cabinet and In th» family 
circle during the whole of this period.” 
But, 
however earnest the effort to give interest t > 
the period referred to, it is a comparative 
failure for at least four of the years—the four 
years of political ¡¿activity aud quiet, when 
the wheels of the Government moved with 
little friction, aud there were no startling 
changes, advances or retreats. 
But this is 
fully compensated for by the charming ac­ 
count by tue Princess of the life around her, 
and the m atters which were of daily iuterest 
iu her eyes in the splendid court where she 
moved. 
She was the third wife of M stter- 
nich, and a most industrious re o rd e r of pass­ 
ing events. 
She was a beautiful woman, a 
modest and unaffected pne, a devoted wife 
and mother, aud a lady of rare refinement of 
character. 
Some idea of her literary dilig­ 
ence mav bs had by remembering th at be­ 
tween 1820 and 1853 she made of h-r personal 
recollection», di u y entries aud notes, thirty 
full volmnts. 
I : is certain that this gifted 
lady never dreamed cf her work bring pub­ 
lished ; U was to her a simple intellectual ex­ 
ercise, a literary recreation. 
Iu these records 
we have the clearest insight into a life as 
sweet and pure ss is often given to man to 
know. 
She stood by the side of her husband 
as his trusted friend and counselor, and thus 
her records come down to us with much of 
the weight of official authority. 
The editor 
rem arks: 
“ Birth and education, beauty 
and intellect, contributed to quality the 
wile 
of 
the 
Chancellor 
iu 
a 
pre­ 
eminent 
degree 
for the 
part she was 
called 
upon 
to play 
in 
tbe 
world. 
Undoubtedly

part to the brilliantly-gifted Princess Melaine

marvelous rapidity, aud she became as well 
versed in the affairs of state ns was possible 
to a woman in her situatp n. 
She looked, 
naturally, at, everything through her hus­ 
band's eyes, for he was to her the source of 
all authority and information. 
From her 
simple, often touching record, we glean of the 
iife of princes and noblemen, of the throngs 
of statesmen and soldiers, of the courtiers nrd 
beautiful women by whom she was surrounded, 
and learn of the affairs of state as lh»v were 
viewed at the time, and of the daily trial ami 
trium ph of a diplomat’s life. The woman was 
at no time lost in the politician, and she does 
not fail to m -ke her diary interesting in some 
minor detail-, as to costumes of the court, 
etc., but as she possessed little vanity, these 
topics never became prominent.

had in his tim e a wide local popularity and 
fame. 
A Liberal in 1848. so th at he was 
chosen M ayor of the F ourth Arrondisse- 
m ent, he held aloof from politics during 
the whole reign of Louis Napoleon. 
Afoer 
the fall of the Em pire he was chosen Pres­ 
ident cf the Paris M unicipal Counci', and 
in 1872-ran agaia3tM - Hugo, his vote being 
122 395 and Hugo’s 95,900. 
A t the last 
election in which he was a candidate he 
was defeated by a Radical. 
H is own re­ 
publicanism was of a m oderate, 
though 
comnroimains-, type. 
From th e ship-building yard of the V ul­ 
can Company a t S tettin, on the m onth of 
the Oder, in Pom erania, has ju st been 
launched the first ironclad battle Bh;p of 
the Chinese navy. 
I t was nam ed the

is a turret-corvette of the first rank, w ith 
com prund arm or cf English steel and iron.

The ash of a p lant is th a t portion which 
rem ains after the plaDt has undergone the 
process of combnstion. 
This fixed portion, 
most of which was a part of the organized 
structure of the plant, and hence was 
once organic m atter, but which has by the 
process of combustion been disorganized, 
has been term ed the inorganic portion of 
the plant. 
The com bustible part of plants 
makes up from 75 to 99 per cent, of the 
whole bulk of the air-diied plant, while 
the am ount of. ash left by green plants is 
extrem ely small. 
Owing to the great pre­ 
ponderance of the com bustible portion of 
plants it appeared to m any as if the inor­ 
ganic substances of the plant were of acci­ 
dental 
occurrence, and 
of 
very 
little 
account 
in 
the 
economy 
of 
plant 
life. 
I t was thought 
th a t th e plant, 
in imbibing w ater wnich held in solution 
the ash ingredients, was only seeking for 
the w ater, and th at it was im m aterial to 
the growth of the plant w hether the w ater 
held these ash ingredients or not. 
I t has 
been dem onstrated by m any experim ents 
th a t the functions of roots include the 
procuring of inorganic m atter for the ash 
as well as the absorption of w ater. 
W ere 
the ash ingredients accidental in the plant 
structure, instead of being sought for by 
the roots, the kind aud q uantity of the 
ash ingredients should be directly propor­ 
tional to the composition of th e so il; and 
the composition of the ash of all plants 
grown on the same soil m ight be expected 
to be very similar. 
Analysis of the ash of 
different plants grown under varying con­ 
ditions show th a t a particular kind of 
plant, if it has a th rifty and healthy 
grow th, and if it fairly ripens its seeds, 
Mill furnish ash of very like quantity aud 
quality irrespective of 


T H E COM POSITION OF TH E 80IL. 
Of course if a soil has a superabundance 
of a certain inorganic substance it is more 
than likely th at a plant grdVn on such soil 
would contain more of tn at particular su b ­ 
stance than the same klhd of a plant grown 
on a norm al s o il; for instance, by simply 
tasting the m arsh grass on th e sea shore we 
can readily perceive th a t the saltiness 
gradually dim inishes as we recede from the 
shore, but were the ash of the plants ana­ 
lyzed it would be found th at th e composi­ 
tion of the ash of the plant grown near the 
sea would not differ essentially from th at 
of the same kind of plant grown at a dis­ 
tance, except in the q u antity of the ingre­ 
dients of salt. 
I t has been dem onstrated 
th a t the ash of different species of plants 
differ, even though the plauts are grown on 
the same soil, and th a t this diff/rence in ­ 
creases w ith the increase in the difference of 
the natural affinities of the several species. 
O bservationseem sto indicate th at plants can 
neither have a healthy growth, nor m ature 
their several parts, w ithout access to the 
inorganic constituents of th e a s h ; 
and 
there seems to be no good groumU to 
doubt b u t th a t these ash ingredients are 
really essential to perfect plant develop­ 
m ent. 
The ingredients of the ash are so 
num erous as to m ake it impossible for ns to 
consider them all in detail. 
There are ten 
substances which are invariably fom d in 
the ash of all plants. 
These are potas­ 
sium, sodium, calcium (lime), magnesium, 
iron and chiorhydric, 
sulphuric, phos­ 
phoric, silicic and carbonic acids. 
Tnese 
are alm ost alw ays found as salts, i.e ., com ­ 
binations of bases w ith acids. 
These salts 
are m ostly carbonates, sulphates, phos­ 
phates and chlorides. 
Of th e carbonates 
those 
of 
potassium, sodium aud 
cal­ 
cium are found in the ash, while the car­ 
bonates of magnesium and iron are decom­ 
posed by the heat during com bustion, thus 
leaving simply tne oxides of magnesium 
and iron in the ash. 


COMPOUNDS OF POTASSIUM. 
Potassium is fonnd in plants and soils in 
combination w ith oxygen, and w ith car­ 
bonic, sulphuric, chlorhydrie, nitric, oxalic, 
tartaric and citric acids. 
I t forms with 
these, respectively, potash, and carbonates, 
sulphates, chlorides, nitrates, oxalates, ta r­ 
trates and citrates of potassium. 
Carbon­ 
ate of potassium is found in a tolerable 
pure state in commerce as pearl-ash. 
This 
is sim ply the purified potash which íh made 
hy evaporating the washings from ash kilos. 
T ue pear-ash m ust be still further purified 
before being fit for use in chemical labora­ 
tories. 
Carbonate of potassium dissolves 
in w ater, im parting to it a characteristic al­ 
kaline taste and properties. 
In contact' 
w ith acids, carbonic acid is given off and a 
potassium salt ia tormed w ith the stronger 
acid. 
Carbonate of potassium has for 
a long tim e been known to greatly in­ 
fluence the grow th of crcps. 
W nile wood 
ashes contain other substances of value to 
vegetable growth, the principal and im ­ 
m ediate effects produced are largely due 
to the carbonate of potassium in tne ashes. 
If carbonate of poiatsium be deprived of 
its carbonic acid we will have an oxide of 
potassium left. 
This combines w ith w ater 
to form the caustic potash of commerce, 
which is found in the uhem icil laboratories 
iu the form of sticks of a wiiite, hard sub­ 
stance, which readily absorbs m oisture, 
and which deliquesces iu contact w ith the 
w ater and carbonic acid of the atm osphere, 
forming a liquid carbonate of 
potash. 
Caustic potash dissolves readily in water, 
forming a solution which will dissolve m ost 
anim al and 
vegetable 
substances, 
and 
which, if strong, will, if brought in contact 
with the skin, produce a paintul sore. 
Potash does not, as far as known, occur in 
the caustic state in Dature ; it therefore 
probad y exercises no direct ii.flaence upon 


NATURAL VEGETATION. 
If, however, the wood ashes which are ap­ 
plied to the soil be mixed w ith lime, it is 
quite probable th a t a portion of the potas­ 
sium which Í3 contained in the sshes will 
be converted into th e caustic state. 
This 
caustic potash, if formad, dissolves the 
vegetable m atter of tbe soil w ith which it 
comes in contact, thus m aking it more im­ 
m ediately available to the plant. 
Owing 
to the fact th a t lime cannot deprive the 
carbonate 
of potassium of its carbonic 
acid unless th e carbonate be very dilute, 
it is hardly probable th at any Urge am ount 
of the caustic potash c in be formed a t 
once. 
W ith sulphuric acid potash forms a 
sulphate of potassium. 
This is a white, 
saline substance, but slightly soluble in 
w ater and having a disagreeable, bitterish 
taste. I t is found in considerable quantities 
in woodash andas an im purity in tbe common 
potash and pearl ash of commerce, and 
composes about 18 per cent, by weight of 
alum, which is a double sulphate of potas­ 
sium and alum inium . 
Potash forms w ith 
chiorhydric acid a chloride of potassium, 
which greatly 
resembles 
common salt 
(chloride of sodinm) in taste, properties, 
and general appearance. 
I t can be ob­ 
tained íd small qu-.nties from sea w ater, 
ash of plants, and some soils. 
O.iloride of 
potassium is not an article very extensively 
m anufactured, nor can it be largely and 
cheaply m anufactured from any source a t 
present available, but were such no t tbe 
case it is quite certain th a t it would come 
into general uto 
as 
a 
fertilizer. 
In 
some 
European 
c aun tries 
w heie 
soap 
is made from kelp (tu rn ed 
sea-weeds), 
chloride of potassium is fon id ia consider­ 
able quantities in the refuse of the eoap 
boilers. 
N itrate of potassium, or 


SALTPETRE, 
Is found as a n atu ral prodnction in India 
and other countries of th s Eastern H em is­ 
phere. 
Of late years it lias been found in 
Sauth Am erica in large quantities. 
I t is 
a saline substance, and forms one of the 
essential ingredients of gunpowder. 
I t is 
for the m anufacture of explosives th a t it is 
principally valuable. 
The supply may be 


•aid to have never folly equaled tbe de­ 
mand. 
The present state of affairs ia 
Chile is, in all probability, doe to the im­ 
mense beds of nitre (mostly nitrate of soda), 
which seem to be the object» of solicitoua 
care by m any of th e European G overn­ 
ments. 
Potassium n itrate 
exercises • 
m arked influence in increasing and acceler­ 
ating the grow th of vegetation. 
I tis found 
in variable quantities in m ost soils, the 
quantity being constantly inereasel from 
other Bnbstances in the soil. 
W ith phos­ 
phoric acid potash forms tw o pbospnates 
of potassium ; one known as the neutral 
salt, containing only one part of acid, and 
the other as 
the 
bi-pacsphate, which 
contains 
tw ice 
as 
m uch 
piiosphoiic 
acid. 
These phospha’es are of the most 
vital im portance both to plant grow th and 
to the animal which u*es the plant for food. 
One of th e other of these phospka'.es is 
found iu th e ush of all plants. 
They are 
ingredients of urine aud other animal m a­ 
nures, and it is to th eir presence th at the 
anim&i m anures owe much of their efficacy. 
The organic acids—oxalic, tartaric and 
citric acids—combine with potash to form 
oxalates, tartrates and citrates of potas­ 
sium. 
These organic salts are found in the 
stem s and fruits of most plauts. 
These 
vegetable compounds of potash are w hat 
have been term ed acid s a lts ; ». e , they 
give distinct acid reactions, have a sour 
taste, and contain a larger am ount of acid 
than is found in other known salts of the 
same base and acid. 
W hen heated these 
organic salts are decomposed w ith the for­ 
m ation of carbonates of the baste (potas­ 
sium or sodium), and it is thought th a t 
much of the potash in wood ashes was 
originally combined w ith oxalic, ci'.ric. or 
taitaric acid, which were decomposed dur­ 
ing the combustion of the wood w ith the 
form ation of carbonates. 
SODl TIM. 
The com ooundsof sodium which we shall 
notice are tbe chloride, sulphate, carbonate, 
phosphate and caustic soda. 
Chloride of 
sodium, or common salt, is too well known 
to need description. 
I t is of very general 
occurrence iu sm all quantities in all soils, 
in th e aahes of all plants, end also forms a 
large per cent, of the ash of m arine plants. 
Chloride of sodium has been employed for 
the prom otion of plant grow h as fur back 
as we have any record. 
W hile being berfe- 
ticial io small quantities, it will at the same 
time, if too th.ekly applied, have ju st the 
opposite c-ffeot. 
This will account for the 
seeming contradictions of the results of 
experim ents by “ practical farm ers,” who 
were sim ply practical enough to apply the 
m anure, b u t not skilled enough in agri­ 
cultural chem istry, nor well enough versed 
in th e composition of the soil to know 
w a t quantity of salt would be beneficial. 
The 
one 
probably, 
as 
if 
by chance, 
applied b ut enough to bring the aggregate 
am ount of the constituí n ‘s of salt iu the 
soil up to the norm al q u a n tity ; the other 
applied tbe same am ouot per aero to bis 
land, but let us suppose th at his land con­ 
tained a norm al am ount of chlorine and 
sodium before the addition of the salt. 
I t 
can be easily seen th a t these two “ p racti­ 
cal agriculturists ” will in all probability 
get results diam etrically opposed. The one, 
Irom the fact ot his land needing the salt, 
will get im proved results ; while the other 
one, whose laud was not deficient in the 
ingredients of salt, will either see no im ­ 
provem ent in his crops, or else, from hav­ 
ing a superabundance of salt m his soil, 
will get negative results. These two neigh­ 
bors will probably go to the Grange arm ed 
w ith the “ hard fa c ts;” the one to cor­ 
roborate th e statem ent of the scientific 
agriculturist th at salt may be used as a fer­ 
tilizer, and th e other to assert the con­ 
trary as true, from actual experience. 
I t 
is to such experim ents and results as these 
th a t we owe m uch of th e seeming and al­ 
leged variance betw een theory and prac­ 
tice. 
T he “ practical farm er,” from having 
made an experim ent w ith results seemingly 
contradicting the theory of the scientific 
agriculturist, feels himself a t liberty to de­ 
nounce the scientific theory as inadequáte, 
w ithout taking iuto coasideration the fact 
th a t his results are taken from a single set 
of experim ents, made upon a very few 
kinds ot soil, and under the m ost lim ited 
conditions ; while the generalities of sci­ 
ence are draw n from all previous exp-ri- 
m ents and are capable of modification for 
different soils and conditions. 


WHEN THE PRACTICAL FARMER 
Can prove th at he ha9 complied w ith every 
necessary condition in his experim ents, 
and when he has a full knowledge of the 
causes of his results, then he m ay w ith 
confidence assert th a t such and such a 
cause will be followed by a known result, 
bu t until such is the case he m ust not 
expect scienae to give way to his opinions 
and to the results of his crude experience 
and experim ents. 
I t was not the intention 
to entertain the reader w ith our views on 
the results obtained by “ practical agri­ 
culturists,” but the opportunity wa3 not to 
be missed, and too much cannot be said on 
the m atter as long as we have so many 
self-made “ agriculturists ” who will con­ 
tend th a t “ w heat does under certain con­ 
ditions ripen cheat.” 
Sulphate of sodium 
may be m anufactured from common salt by 
treating it w ith sulphuric acid (oil of v it­ 
riol). 
Io is a constituent in sm all quanti­ 
ties of all soils, and is found in variable 
quantities in the ash of m ost 
plants. 
I t 
exercises 
a 
bm eficial 
effec; 
on 
th e 
grow th 
of 
most 
plants 
and 
especially en those which contain a large 
per cent, of sulphuric acid, some of the 
clovers, peas, vetches, etc. 
Carbonate of 
sodium is prepared on the large scale from 
chloride of sodium. 
W nen first m anufact­ 
ured it contains about 62 par cent, of 
w ater, and has a crystalline form. 
In 
contact w ith th e air this w ater of crystal­ 
lization is lost, and the carbonate is re­ 
duced to a w hite amorphous powder, in 
which form it is very generally known as 
soda. 
Beeide3 the carbonates of potassium 
and sodium, we have the other compounds 
known as hi-carbonatas. 
They contain 
relatively tw ice as much carccnic acid as 
the carhonates. 
Tnese boai s are in com­ 
mon p a rlm c e th e potash and soda salera- 
tus. 
Instead of one part of carbonic acid 
uniting w ith one of the potash or sodium 
oxide, as in th e carbonates, tw o p aits of 
carbonic acid combine w ith one of the 
alkaline buses (potassium and sod:um) to 


FORM THE BICARBONATED. 
These bicarbonates readily part wiih one- 
half of th eir carbonic acid a t a moderate 
heat, thns being convert-d into th ecai bon­ 
etes. 
The rem aining portion of carbonic 
acid is readily given off on contact with 
alm ost any other acid. 
I t is to the ease 
w ith which th e b’carbonate (saleratue) 
parts w ith its carbonic acid th a t it owes 
its value as a baking powder. 
They neu­ 
tralize any acid (lactio or acetic) which 
may be formed during the rising of the 
dough, by the carbonic acid being disp'aeed 
by the lactic or acetic ac.ds. which unite 
w ith the base (potash or soda) to form neu­ 
tral salts. The carbonic acid which is given 
off inflates the bread and im parts to it th at 
lightness which is so un-versally desired 
by all consumers. C ansticsoda is prepared 
from carbonate of soda by treating it w ith 
calcio hydrate (quicklime), ju st as caustic 
potash was prepared from carbonate of 
potassium. 
If common salt (chloride of 
sodium) 
be treated in the same way, 
a 
p art 
of 
it 
will 
be 
converted 
into the canstic state. 
Caustic soda, like 
caustic potash, is, w hen str- ng, very d e­ 
structive to anim al and vegetable organ­ 
ism ; like caustic potash, the dilute caustic 
soda acts as a solvent of vegetable m atter 
aud also readily parts w ith tbe am ount of 
soda essential to growing plaDts. 
Canstic 
soda and canstic potash form th e largest 
part of lye, th e action of which q u it* well 
represents the qualities of its principal con­ 
stituents. 
Sadinm, like po:assium, forms 
tw o phosphates, th e neutral and the bi­ 
phosphate. 
They are not known to occur 
in any large quantities in th e mineral 
worlds, b u t are, like th e phosphates of 
potassium, universal ingrediente of liquid 
and solid anim al m anures; and to these 
phosphates of soda as well as to those of 
potash m ust be ascribed some of th e bene­ 
ficial effects of anim al m anures on vege­ 
tation.

KORS BRUTALITY. 
The accounts from Russia indicate that 
the persecution of the Jews has by no 
means ceased in that country. Indeed it 
would appear to have taken a fresh start 
of late, and the responsibility of the Gov­ 
ernment is shown by the fact that the 
commanders of troops, when applied to for 
help, have refnsed to move their men for 
the protection of the victims. The storiea 
which are now coming are horrible. They 
show that the Russian masses are mere 
savages, and beastly savages at that. 
They show also that the Czar’s Government 
is a hollow fraud, and that the pretenses 
of humanity which were employed to cover 
the attack upon Turkey ia the last war 
w-.re wholly false. And it is justifiable to 
conclude that these latest outrages upon 
the Jews have been actually incited by the 
Government, for the express purpose of 
showing all the world the contempt it 
entertains for the remonstrances and appeals 
addressed to it. Russian civilization has 
always been a sham, and it ia well that the 
truth about it should be known. Of all 
the grotesque anomalies in history nothing 
was ever so absurd as the attempt to estab­ 
lish intimate relations between such a 
power and the United States, It ia time 
that nonsense was put away, and this 
exposure of the barbarism of the Muscovite 
empire will effectually dissipate it. The 
persecution of the Jews also will be 
avenged in due time, and the Czar will 
learn that he has not secured his own 
safety by making scapegoats of these unfor­ 
tunate people. 
THE ASTf-PCT.VOgMy 
This measure, the u.-xt of which we 
published yesterday, has passed the Sen­ 
ate. It is undoubtedly a very strong bill, 
and it will oompel the Mormon polyga­ 
mists to make up their minds as to whether 
they will fight or back down. By prompt 
submission to the law they’ can escape pun­ 
ishment and the loss of political rights ; 
bat if they think that they are stronger 
than the United States Government there 
will be trouble for them in the near future. 
Uader the new bill it will be impossible for 
them to use the Territory of Utah as a 
cl ise corporation any longer, and the 
C lurch will be forced to own itself beaten, 
or to have recourse to open rebellion. It 
is not probable that the last named conrse 
will be taken, though the Mormons have 
always entertained exaggerated notions of 
heir own prowess; but cas thing is cer- 
• tin, namely, that the new law makes it 
possible to put down polygamy, if the 
esfEsary determination is not wanting in 
* ' c officials charged with its execution. 


HYPATIA AND ST. CATHERINE. 
If we understand the San Francisoo 
Monitor, it denies the responsibility of the 
Catholic Church for the hideous murder of 
Hypatia. This is a little too audacious. 
The accountability for that crime is un­ 
alterably fixed upon Rome, for she canon­ 
ized the chief mnrderer under the style and 
title of St. Cyril of Alexandria. 
The 
Monitor endeavors to make it appear that 
the mnrder of Hvpatia was committed in 
revenge for the massacre of the Christians 
by the Jews. But that pratense is absurd. 
Hypatia had nothing to do with the Jews. 
She was a Greek, and aNeo-I’latonist. The 
truth is that tho murder of that pare, 
beautiful and learned woman was an atro­ 
city without the least palliation, and the 
fact that the ruffian Bishop Cyril was never 
called to account for it shows what the 
Church was in the fifth century. But in­ 
deed history informs ns that paganism 
never produced so lawless, chaotic, im­ 
moral and generally detestable state of 
society as Christianity had wrought at 
that time. Monasticism in the East had 
converted the religious world into a perfect 
Bedlam. 
The most trivial or imbecile 
doctrinal differences were sufficient to form 
furious factions, which hastened to perse­ 
cute one another with the utmost cruelty 
at every opportunity. 
And among the 
worst of the many infamous ecclesiastics of 
that troubled time, Cyril of Alexandria 
stands conspicuous. The character of thiB 
man as shown by his acts is almost as bad 
as it could be. He was a savage murderer, 
a shameless liar, a pitiless persecutor, 
a stupid bigot, an impudent pretender, a 
corrupt intriguer, a blatant bully, a forger 
and a slanderer. Yet he has been canon­ 
ized with the blood of Hypatia on his 
hands, and all that can be said in mitiga­ 
tion of the scandal is that he is by no 
means the only scoundrel who has been 
honored in the same way by the same 
Church. 
It is not, however, with Cyril that we 
propose to deal in this article, bnt with a 
very curious illustration of the elasticity of 
Rome which has been brought to mind by 
a remark of the Monitor. That paper ob­ 
serves innocently : “ It is actually amazing 
“ to reflect with what zeal the anti-Catho- 
“ lie and non-Catholic press denounce the 
“ murder of the pagan Hypatia, when they 
“ overlook the horrid murder and the bar- 
“ barous treatment of so many Christian 
“ women of the world. A St. Catherine 
“ of Alexandria is never mentioned by 
“ these mourners over the fate of Hypatia, 
“ yet this beautiful Christian virgin was 
“ torn limb from limb, by order of the ty- 
“ rant Maximin,” etc. Now we have 
here a proof that the Monitor is ignorant 
of the history of its own Church, but wbat 
is very much more interesting, we have an 
illustration of the manner in which the 
Church of Rome has often doubled upon 
its own track, and utilized its own crimes 
and the virtues of its opponents. For the 
fact is that Hypatia and St. Catherine of 
Alexandria are one and the same, and that 
under the name of St. Catherine the Church 
worships the pagan philosopher who was 
so barbarously murdered by its own 
members. 
It is true that this is 
by no means a solitary instance of the kind. 
Rome has sought to absorb whatever 
threatened opposition. 
Thus Catholics 
worship Gantama Buddha under the ap­ 
pellation of St. Joeaphat, and thus the 
heathen god Pan was converted into 
French saint under the name of St. Foutin, 
and continued to be worshiped, with the 
rites of the Lampsacene, as late as the 
seventeenth century. 
The Monitor evidently does not know 
that Hypatia is the reality of which St. 
Catherine of Alexandria is the shadow, 
but because this is so ; because the storv 
of Hypatia is history, and the story of 
St. Catherine is fiction, the world continues 
to pay attention to the first, and to ignore 
the second. The authorities for the iden­ 
tity of Hypatia and Catherine are numer­ 
ous, but two will suffice here. The ninth 
edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica 
(Article Hypatia) says : “ The story of 
Hypat:a appears in a considerably dis­ 
guised yet still recognizable form in the 
“ legend of St. Catherine as recorded in 
“ the Roman Breviary (Nov. 25), and still 
more fully in the Martyrologies.” In 
Jameson’s “ Sacred and Legendary Art’’ 
appears the following: “ In the original 
“ oriental legend the locality assigned for 
“ the story of St. Catherine was at least 
well chosen, and with a view to proba- 
“ bility. Alexandria, famous for its philo- 
‘-sophical and theological schools, pro- 
‘ duced, not one, but many women, who, 
‘ under the tuition of Origen and other 
‘famous teachers, united the study of 
‘Greek literature with that of the Pro- 
“ phete and Evangelists ; some of them also 
“ suffered in the cause of Christianity. 
“ But it is a curious fact connected with 
“ the history of St. Catherine, that the 
“ real martyr, the only one of whom there 
“ Í6 any certain record, was not a Chris- 
“ tian, but a heathen; and that her op­ 
pressors were not Pagan tyrants, but 
“ Christian fanatics.” Then follows the 
story of Hypatia, which is too familiar to 
need recapitulation. 
It is a curious circumstance that the 
legend of St. Catherine of A'exandria, 
wfcioh did not arise until the eighth cen­ 
tury, should have introduced to the Chris­ 
tian world one of the most popular saints. 
Yet so it is, and in this way Christendom 
for a long time worshiped, under the 
disguise which monkish fantasy had thrown 
over her, that daughter of Theon, that 
friend of Orestes, that contemner of Chris­ 
tianity, whose heretical brains had been 
dashed out upon the very steps of the 
altar by the pious club of Peter the Reader, 
acting under the orders of that other saint, 
Cyril of Alexandria. It is no doubt true 
that martyrdom in and by the Church was 
very common in patristic times, and that 
the various sects—there were nearly ninety 
of them about Cyril’s time—were always 
ready to torture and roast one another 
when they had the power. Nothing was 
commoner in those days than the slaughter 
of Christians by Christians, nor oould this 
be considered particularly wonderful in an 
age which canonized Cyril of Alex­ 
andria, and which seemB to have 
thought 
little 
or nothing of the 
fact that one Bishop was 
kicked 
to death by another Bishop ia an eccle­ 
siastic Council. The early Christians, in 
fact, were accustomed to thin one another 
out, and they showed quite as much zeal 
in this work as in persecuting the heathen. 
There is, however, something very curious 
in the circumstances which converted the 
Church’s victim into her Saint, and which 
placed her in the preposterous attitude ci 


excusing the morder of Hypatia on the 
ground that she was a heretic, and then 
cinonizing her because of her conspicuous 
virtues, nnder a fictitious name. No doubt 
it is not quite agreeable to the simple wor­ 
shiper who has been accustomed to regard 
St. Catherine as a genuine person, to dis­ 
cover that there never was such a martyr, 
and that all of her history which is real 
belongs to a pagan philospher who was 
foully murdered by Christians. This, 
however, is the actual state cf the case, 
and in the interest of truth we are bound 
to set it plainly forth. 
The Monitor complains that “ thousands 
“ of beautiful virgins have been sacrificed 
“ for the Faith in like manner (to St. 
“ Catherine), yet no sorrowful sympathy 
“ is expressed ” for them. One reason of 
this is that the Catholic Church has manu­ 
factured such a crowd of spurious saints 
and martyrs, as instance the legend of the 
Eleven Thousand Virgins of Cologne, and 
other equally absurd inventions. Another 
reason is that the Catholic Church has 
been a ferocious persecutor, and that it has 
not only cruelly sacrificed thousands of 
innocent women and men under the pre­ 
tense of heresy, but that its discordant 
and clashing sects have repeatedly7 fallen 
upon and slaughtered each other. Even 
in the times when it had but just recov­ 
ered from persecution itself, while the 
blood of its martyrs still colored the sand 
of the amphitheaters, it began to persecute 
in its turn, and Paganism never displayed 
more cruelty than the zealous propagandists 
of the religion of Jesus Christ exhibited 
the moment they obtained the upper 
hand. A remembrance of these facts is 
apt to diminish the sympathy of the world 
for Catholic saints and martyrs, and it may­ 
be added that the Romish habit of con­ 
verting pagan deities and rites and doe- 
trineB to tho use of the Church (which 
habit is accountable for mueh of the pres­ 
ent dogma and ritual), has a tendency to 
make people cautious as to how they allow 
their feeliDgs to overcome them when they 
are dealing with matters of this kind. It 
is unfortunate for the Church that so 
many of its traditions are false, but this is 
the penalty of that policy of encourage­ 
ment to imaginative religious literature 
which filled the middle ages with so splen­ 
did a procession of ecclesiastical notabili­ 
ties who never really had “ a local habita- 
“ tion or a name.” 


HR. BLAINES MiXiCAN BLUNDER. 
A dispatch received yesterday furnishes 
a sufficiently telling commentary upon Mr. 
Blaine's letter to the Mexican Government 
concerning the Guatemala question. The 
dispatch is as follows : “ Notice has been 
“ received at the Mexican and other lega- 
“ tions at Washington that on the 14th of 
“ January Guatemala offered a treaty to 
“ Mexico, which will be accepted, freely 
“ ceding to Mexico the section of country 
“ about which there has been a boundary 
“ dispute, and agreeing to establish the 
“ boundary according to the claims of 
“ Mexico. Tnia is rather a comical ending 
“ to Blaice’s proposed intervention in favor 
“ of Guatemala, which he sought to justify 
“ on grounds which the Mexican Secretary 
“ of State showed him to be nntenable, 
“ for the reason that Blaine had omitted to 
“ inform himself of the history of the 
“ facts of the dispute.” Blaine’s head­ 
long diplomacy was exhibited in this case 
quite as Etrikingly as in hiB dispatches 
on the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
With 
characteristic confidence he undertook to 
teach Mexican history to Mexico. He 
informed the doubtless astonished Mexican 
Secretary of State that Mexico had acquired 
possession of the territory which was in 
dispute, by force, and that it had originally 
belonged to Guatemala, whose moral right 
to it was the stronger. He charged Mexico 
with “ looking with contempt upon the 
“ boundaries which should separate her 
“ from weaker neighbors,” and aEsnred her 
of the danger of “ an appeal to force to 
“ make good her rights upon a territory in 
“ dispute without the clear justification of 
“ a legitimate title to it.” The Mexican 
Secretary replied to all thiB by observing 
that Mr. Blaine did not appear to have in­ 
formed himself sufficiently upon the merits 
of the case in dispute ; that Mexico had 
cot made aDy aggressions upon Guatemala ; 
that the disputed territory had not been 
acquired by her by force of arms, hut had 
always belonged to her; that Guatemala 
had been the aggressor, and that under the 
circumstances Mexico couid not consent to 
abandon her claims to her own territory, 
for no better reason than because an Ameri­ 
can Secretary of State failed to understand 
the situation. 
Of coarse the Mexican answer was not 
couched in as plain terms as these, but 
we have given the general tone of the re­ 
ply. And now Guatemala has admitted 
the justice of the Mexican claim, and 
agreed to relinquish her demand upon the 
disputed territory, in a manner which con­ 
clusively demonstrates the true inwardness 
of her former movements. It is unfortu­ 
nately only too clear that the Guatemala 
Government, having been advised of 
Mr. Blaine’s incompetence, determined to 
make use of him in order to get the bet­ 
ter of Mexico. 
Calculating that the 
weight of the United Slates when thrown 
into the scale would hear it down, the 
Guatemalan Minister at Washington was 
instructed to make as piteous an appeal to 
Mr. Blaine as he could devise, and our 
innocent and impulsive ex-Seoretary evi­ 
dently fell into the trap at or.ee. The 
Guatemalan Minister must have had very 
great confidence in Blaine’s rashness 
to misrepresent the case to him so 
boldly, but the event proved that he knew 
his man. Blaine never paused to obtain 
the other side of the case, but proceeded 
to dash off his extraordinary dispatch to 
Minister Morgan at the City of Mexico, 
and as we have seen, lectured the Mexican 
Government roundly. The Guatemalan 
Minister, however, had reckoned without 
his host. It had not occurred to him or 
his Government that Mexico would be 
very unlikely to yield when it was so per­ 
fectly apparent that the proposition of the 
American Government retted upon a total 
misapprehension of the facts. 
No doubt Guatemala thought that the 
stroke was a masterly one, but it proved 
a failure. The Mexican Government merely 
pointed out Mr. Blaine’s error, and held 
firm to its demands, and wheD, shortly af­ 
terwards, Mr. Blaine went out of office, 
Guatemala realized that it would be im­ 
possible to carry on the game with the 
new Secretary of State, end so prepared to 
yield as gracefully as possible. This epi­ 
sode shows how much mischief a man like 
Blaine can do, however. Had he remained 


in the State Department much longer he 
might have embroiled the country in a 
war with Mexico, growing out of this 
very ease; and the quarrel would have 
been dne to his ignorant attempt to force 
that power to yield its just claims to the 
aggressive demands of a weak neighbor. 
For it is clear that Guatemala was the ag­ 
gressor throughout. She undertook to ex­ 
tend her boundaries over Mexican terri­ 
tory, taking advantage of the fact that the 
lines had never been precisely surveyed 
and laid down. Aud if she had succeeded, 
through the helpof theUnitedStates, in car­ 
rying out her p la D , it is plain that we should 
have been assailed by every little Central 
and South American Government that had 
an ax to grind, or a grudge to settle with 
a neighbor, aud that in the end we should 
have done a great deal of injustice, and 
have set all those states by the ears more 
hoDeleesly thaG at any former time. 
This indeed would have been the natural 
and inevitable outcome of the kind of 
foreign policy Mr. Blaine was bent upon 
adopting. His imaginative schemo for a 
Peace Congress would certaiuly never have 
developed, for at the rate he was going he 
would have had half the South and Cen­ 
tral states involved in new wars before six 
months had passed, and when the time for 
holding the Peace Congress arrived there 
would have been nobody to attend it. A 
statesman who set out without understand­ 
ing the conditions or pol-.ticB of any of 
those states, yet with the determination to 
play Special Providence to all of them, 
was bound to entangle himself in all man­ 
ner of difficulties before he had g ne far. 
Aud as the exposure of his comprehensive 
ignorance would probably only have irri­ 
tated him, the probability is that he would 
have gone on, becoming more petulant and 
angry all the time, until his dispatches 
would have come to resemble the “ per- 
“ sonal” editorials which sometimes are 
exchanged between rival journals in a 
“ live” mining camp. And considering 
what the country has been spared by his 
withdrawal from the State Department, 
we think it cngbt to be very thankful for 
that occurrence. 


THE CASE OF BRADLAU3H. 
The case of Bradlangh is rapidly drifting 
into a condition of hopeless muddle, but 
in his expulsion at the beginning of the 
present session the House of Commons has 
taken a position which it will certainly 
have to abandon, since it involves the 
assumption of a power over representatives 
utterly intolerable by a free people. On 
this occasion Bradlangh offered to take tho 
oath, which he declared would be binding 
upon his conscience, yet the majority 
refused to allow him to do it. Now it is 
evident that at this point the House, 
whether wittingly or unwittingly, assumed 
the right, not merely to exclude members, 
but to determine whether or not an 
oath would be binding upon a particular 
man’s conscience. 
This is a stretch of 
authority altogether unheard of and 
monstrous. I: is a tyranny than which 
nothing more despotic has ever been un­ 
dertaken by an A .iatic ruler. The House 
of Commons in fact has rejected Mr. 
Bradlaugh specifically on the ground that 
it does not think he will keep his word. 
That ia to say it has disfranchised his con­ 
stituents on the preposterous and almost 
incredible ground tnat their representa­ 
tive may perhaps not mean what he says. 
It is plain that if the House ha3 the 
power to do this it has the power to turn 
out any member, or any number of mem­ 
bers, cn bare suspicion or naked accusa­ 
tion, and that no defense whatever can 
possibly be set up against snch unex­ 
ampled tyranny. But it is quite certain 
that the House possesses no such power, 
and that therefore when it refused to let 
Bradlaugh take the oath after he had said 
it would b3 binding upon him, it over­ 
stepped its jurisdiction completely. It is 
indeed not a little surprising that Gladstone 
should have permitted this flagrant abuse 
of Parliamentary power to be committed, 
and it was muoh more than a sin of negli­ 
gence ; it was a serious political mistake. 
For Bradlaugh will now compel the sym­ 
pathy of the great body of Englishmen 
who are ctrtaiu to resent the overbearing 
despotism of tne House, and the insult 
offeied to the constituents of the expelled 
member, and even those who dislike his 
religious (or irreligious) doctrines will see 
that it will not do to pass over so gross 
a breach of the rights of representatives in 
order to gratify a prejudice of that kind. 
In short he wiil return to the attack 
stronger than ever, and the House of Com- 
mi ns will be compelled sooner or later 
to retreat from its present untenable posi­ 
tion, and to probably abolish the oath 
altogether, as a concession to popular 
feeling at the manner in which it has been 
abused. The Government ought to have 
backed Bradlaugh when he agreed to take 
the oath. As it is, he will he a thorn in 
their side precisely when they have moat 
need for tranquillity.

THE EGYPTIAN SITUATION. 
The Egyptian situation appears to be 
growing more difficult instead of lees so. 
The demand for the Chamber of Notables, 
which at first was supposed to indicate 
nothing more than a popular caprice (so 
far as any caprices can be called popular in 
that country), is now believed to cover a 
plan for formulating some impossible re­ 
form scheme, the rejection of which will 
be the signal for an outbreak. In the 
event of such an uprising, Eugland and 
France are pledged to intervene for the 
protection of Tewfik Pasha and the main­ 
tenance of order. But this joint agree­ 
ment is really very embarrassing to both 
the powers, for neither can trust the other, 
and neither Government fetls at ail certain 
that it would be permitted to carry out 
whatever programme it might adopt. This 
is one of the difficulties attendant upon 
popular government. France and England 
are actually almost prevented from adopt­ 
ing a vigorous Egyptian policy because the 
Ministry in both countries feels uncer­ 
tain of being supported by the people. 
Gladstone would perhaps be willing in 
these circumstances even to delegate his 
powers to the Porte, if he could by 
any possibility retreat from the atti­ 
tude of uncompromising hostility to 
Turkey which he took up several yeais 
ago. But though he has stultified himself 
so flagrantly in the matter of the Russian 
Jews, it is not probable that he would 
doubly stultify himself by calling in Turk­ 
ish troops to support the Khedive. He 
must therefore depend upon circumstances 
to carry him through safely in the event of 
au Egyptian crisis. It seems possible that 
the outcome of joint occupation and 
action would be the withdrawal of France, 
and the assumption by England of the 
whole Egyptian questicn. There has been 
some talk of German and Austrian inter­ 
vention in the matter, but it is evident that 
neither of them have any interests at stake 
in Egypt, and that their interference in the 
matter would therefore be little less than 
impertinent. 
And both of them have 
plenty to attend to at home at present, 
without seeking quarrels abroad. 


NAVAL SCHEMES. 


TH3 PRESIDENT’S CROAN. 
It is stated that the Washington Repub­ 
lican has been purchased oa behalf of the 
Administration, aud that it will here­ 
after be employed as the special organ of 
the President. This suggests the inquiry 
what the President wants with a news­ 
paper organ.- If he has anything to say 
in an official way there are constitutional 
methods of saying it. If he has anything 
to say in a non-official way, the whole 
presa of the country is open to him. He 
cannot by owning a newspaper add any­ 
thing to the weight of his opinion. Such 
a journal will not acquire any special in­ 
fluence by reason of his connection with 
it. And in the present case there seem 
to be particular circumstances which are 
calculated to give a sinister aspect to the 
whole arrangement, and to take from it, 
in advance, any possible usefulness it 
might have been capable of. 
For it ap­ 
pears that the Republican was latterly 
owned by Brady, one of the prin­ 
cipal Star route thieves, and it ia 
notorious that it was run by George Gorham 
in the interest of those malefactors, and as 
a vehicle of abuse against the Government. 
Yet it is now announced that George Bliss, 
who was supposed to have been employed 
by the Government to prosecute the Star- 
ronte thieves, has purchased the chief in­ 
terest in the concern, and George Gorham’s 
name still appears as one of the directors. 
What can the public think of this con­ 
catenation of things ? When the acknowl­ 
edged and notorious friend and employe of 
the Star-route thieve3 becomes a director in 
a paper owned by the Administration, and 
when it is understood that tki3 person is to 


The Secretary of the Navy has takeu 
what looks like the first practical step 
towards the organization of a new navy, 
in asf.embliug a number of veteran naval 
officers, together with the members of the 
House Navy Committee, and bringing out 
the facts about what is being done. Mr. 
Harris, Chairman of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, stated at this meeting, 
in answer to questions, that the Committee 
was prepared to urge the expeaditure of 
$10,000,000 at once in the construction of 
two of the largest and fastest class of war- 
vessels recommended by the Advisory 
Board, two cf the second class, one of 
Admiral Ammen’s rams, and ore each of 
three kinds of torpedo boats. W hat the 
principal vessels referred to are to be like, 
dees not appear, but the presumption is 
that the recommendation has been for 
swift unarmored, or light armored, cruisers, 
to carry a few gun3 of the heaviest caliber. 
This is just now the favorite war vessel, 
though the changes in naval armament 
have been so many and various of late 
years that it is impossible to say how long 
this pattern will hold its own. At present 
armor-plating appears to havo reached its 
utmost limit for ocean-going vessels, and 
still guns are made capable of piercing the 
very heaviest armor. It is therefore argued 
that great steam-power and heavy caliber 
of guus are the desiderata for the future 
war-ship, and several poivers are building 
vessels on this plan. It may prove that 
we have saved money in the long run by 
our negligence in regard to our navy ever 
since the close of the rebellion, but it is 
altogether too soon for us to brag, and it 
cannot be forgotten that even though the 
issue of Congressional parsimony in this 
respect should after all not be disastrous, 
the fact remains that it wa3 far more likely 
to be that than anything else, and tnat it 
was throughout a most unjustifiable policy. 
And though we may now begin to con­ 
struct a navy, it ia evident that it must be 
at least five years before we cau have any­ 
thing capable of doing service, while dur­ 
ing the constructive period we shall be 
exposed as tho crab is exposed when it has 
sued its old shell and the new ons has not 
yet hardened sufficiently to he a pro­ 
tection. 


Sweeney waa not impriaoned for nothing, 
bnt in accordance with law, and in such 
caaes Governments are not in the habit 
of releasing prisoners merely because some 
other Government has an interest in them. 
The idea which seems to have found a 
lodgment in the brains of some natural­ 
ized citizens, that American naturalization 
entitles men to go anywhere and defy the 
laws of all other countries, is based upon 
misapprehension, as not a few of these 
over-sanguiue persons have already found 
to their cost. 


U5ELES3 AGITATION. 
The Pope is said to have written to the 
Italian Bishops, urging them to increase 
their activity, to develop Catholic societies 
among the laity, and to advócale boldly 
the temporal independence of the Pope 
through the Catholic press. 
All this wiil 
be quite useless, whatever the medieval 
advisers of the Pope may think. Temporal 
independence, meaning the restoration of 
the temporal power of the Pope, is gone 
forever. 
Henceforth he must be content 
to be a spiritual ruler, or to be nothing. 
No nation outside of Italy will respond to 
his appeals, and Italy detests the memory 
of the temporal power and all that went 
with it, too heartily to be moved a hair’s 
breadth by all the Catholic press can say 
ou the sut'jtcfc. If the Pope was better ad­ 
vised he would abandon this shadow for 
the substance of spiritual sovereignty 
which remains to him. 
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The Temple—Fanatical Devotion—Taylor, 
the Prophet — Sacramental 
Service—Polygamy. 


APPORTIONMENT. 
The indications now are that the House 
will fix the number of its members under 
ihc new apportionment at 325, and that 
California will 
have six 
members. 
Whether this gain in numbers will be a 
gain in fact, however, remains to be seen. 
There have been periods when this State 
has had four members of Cmgress, and 
might as well not have been represented 
at all, for ail the good they did at Wash­ 
ington. No doubt a gain of two members 
will give us so much additional influence 
wheu new postoffices arc wanted, or when 
SGuie town desires an appropriation. But 
it is well to remember that quantity is one 
thing, and quality quite another; and that 
the new apportionment hill does not con­ 
tain any improvements in the methods by 
which Congressmen are chosen. If Civil 
Service reform was a reality, instead of 
being an apparently unattainable visioD, 
we might really increase the efficiency of 
our representation, together with the in­ 
crease in numbers. Bat so long as Con­ 
gressmen are chosen in reference mainly 
to their views on the spoils question, and 
as a rule without the leas: regard to their 
fitness for the work they are to do, it 
must remain problematical whether six 
members will be better for us than four. 
THE CASE OF M’SWEBK EY. 


S alt L a k e Cit y, February 15, 1882. 
Within the high walls which surround 
tho ten acres of land upon which stand the 
immense tabernacle, the unfinished temple, 
and the endowment house, they have re­ 
cently finished and dedicated a large and 
handsome building in Gothic architecture, 
for nee in winter, when it is impractical to 
heat the big tabernacle. This is known as 
the Central Assembly Hall. The inside 
finish is substantial rather than artistic, 
and gives an idea of solidity, especially 
when filled with two or three thousand 
people, whose faces indicate the poverty 
of the head, and whose clothing declares 
the scantiness of the purae. A motley 
crowd gathered from the lower strata of 
human existence meets the eye on every 
side, from the topmost row in the gallery 
to the seats reserved for the apostles just 
below that occupied by the prophet, John 
Taylor. 
TIIE DOME SHAPED RILING 
I 3 badly frescoed with pictures of Joe 
Smith, Brigham Young and representations 
of six of the larger temples in the Terri­ 
tory, all imposing structures, aud giving a 
slight idea of the tithing wrung from the 
hapless believera, who, in consequence, 
often suffer thehardshipsof huDgeraud cold 
when the winter proves severe. A fine 
pipe-organ and choir of sixty voices furnish 
the music. The service opens with the 
ainging of a hynm, followed by a prayer 
from one of the apostles, who last Sunday 
distinctly invoked God’s curse upon the 
enemies who are seeking to destroy the 
influence of the Latter Day Saints and in­ 
terfere with their religious liberties. The 
bread is then briefly blessed and broken 
into bits hy six apostles, one of whom 
takes one of the six silver .baskets, passing 
it first to John Taylor, after which six 
prierta proceed to pass it to the multitude, 
aud the multitude partake—men, women, 
youths, maidens, children, and even the 
babies in arms are fed of the consecrated 
loaf, in a matter-of fact manner, which 
proves how little meaning it conveys to 
their minds and detracts greatly from the 
solemnity usually attendant upon 
THE SACRAMENTAL SERVICE. 
It requires nearly sixty minutes to give 
the vast concourse a mouthful all round 
and during that time an old bishop talks 
about the good work being done in this and 
foreign lands hy the missionaries sent out. 
Inquiry reveals the fact that that old gray 
beard is a Danite, and would commit anv 
crime in God’s name. No chapter or lesson 
is read from either the Bible or the Book 
of Mormon throughout the service. When 
the spirit moves, President Taylor talks. 
He is of venerable appearance, tall, broad 
shouldered, full-chested, with an almost 
square face framed by snowy hair and 
short, white beard, worn under the chin 
fiom ear to ear. Hia sunken, dark eyes 
are ever shadowed by bushy, black brows, 
and the slightly hollow cheeks are of ruddy 
hue. He moves slowly ard carries himself 
with easy dignity. IÍÍ3 enunciation is dis 
tinctly deliberate, language well chosen 
calm and reaeeuring iu the faith, and lis 
tened to with eager attention by his de­ 
voted followers, who believe every word is 
that of wisdom. He is cautious and reti 
cent, and with hia complacent smile dis 
arms the fears of the comparative few who 
know of 
THE INDIGNATION 
The people of the States are manifesting 
at the violation of all laws of decency and 
civilization. His last discourse was con 
eerning liars in general, and some particu 
lar oneB who traduce the chosen few of 
God’s people in Zion, aud waa not unlike 
what might be heard in other religious 
meetings. Polygamy is not so openly 
recommended or defended as during Brig­ 
ham Young’s reign. 
Probably Taylor 
thinks works greater than wor.ds, since he 
has recently taken a filth wife to comfort 
his oid age.

It was 
necessary to substitute water for the tra­ 
ditional wine, because on sundry occasions

liquid for the stomseh sake, would drink 
the entire contents of the cup and c»U for 
more, thereby causing a temporaly corner 


questioning belief, and to be ready to servo 
and sacrifice their lives if nesd bs. They 
smile placidly at mention of laws being 
enforced which will prevent the practical 
fulfillment of all their religious tenets ant! 
appear to take but alight interest in What 
Congress may decree. 
THE OOMILKTION OF THE TEMPLE, 
Which has now been about thirty years in 
building, will be the token of the second 
coming of Christ, to reign over these. His 
people. It is thought that He will bless 
and reward the faithful and wiil vindicate 
their works before all the earth, and will 
crush their scorners and those who de­ 
spitefully use them. For fear the pro­ 
gramme may not he carried out to their 
liking, those in powtr occasionally stop 
work when they find the grarite blocks are- 
piling up too fast. No one darta question 
their orders, and they can hold us growth 
indtfiuitely. 
Meantime the “ Temple 
fund ” must be collected, and once col­ 
lected, is never more beheld by the tithe- 
paycr whose hard hand haa earned it. 
There is a vast deal of extreme poverty 
all through Utah Territory, and as heart- 
rendtrine as some cases may he, it ia with 
great difficulty that assistance cau ha ren­ 
dered. If a Mormon family receives alms 
from a Gentile they will be ieit to that 
Gentile generosity entirely. 
They are 
ostracized from the Mormon aid societies, 
ar.d may suffer unto death without surcos. 
Again, if a Gentile family is starving, they 
will be allowed to continue that process as 
long as natures endures, while the Mor­ 
mon walks past 
WITH AVERTED EYE 
And tightened purse-strings. There might 
be occasionally one glad to do some good 
deeds, but such are forbidden to exercise 
charity toward any ontside the church. 
Within the church most of the offerings 
for the poor pass through the hands of the 
B *11 ops aud priests, and perhaps may 
etick a little oe the way, judging from the 
marked contrasts of the homes of those in 
authority and those of the laity. In not­ 
ing this contrast of palace and hovel, one 
ia amazed that the devilish ingenuity of 
man could ever have concocted a religion 
that could so blind its devotees that they 
fail to distinguish the difference between 
the smiting scourge of injustice and rob­ 
bery and the honors aud blessings which 
the lying priests lead them to believe are 
continually beiDg showered upon them. If 
the heads of the church were to import a 
Juggernaut from India, and command these 
simple, superstitious fanatics to throw' 
themselves beneath its wheels, they would 
readily obey, and count their lives well 
sacrificed, lutu 6uch blind faith have they 
been drilled.

FROST 
AND THE 
NORTH WIND. 


The C ultivation o f th e Orange In th is 
City—How to Favor C ert:In P lants 


8. H . Gerrish, of this city, whose weather 
reports frequently appear in this paper, and 
who has given mnch attention to meteorology, 
writes on the now interesting topic of the 
weather of this winter, and concerning the 
proper treatment of certain fruits and plants : 
“ There exists still a profound and lamenta­ 
ble disagreement, in most of our speculations, 
between 
the 
anstract 
sciences 
and the 
concrete sciences, or between theory and 
practice,” says Professor Andre Poey, in 
•‘Agricultural M eteorology.” In the R kCuBD- 
U nion of November 7, 1881, I stated in an 
article on the irrigation of orange trees dur­ 
ing the prevalence of north winds, that the 
present season would be very favorable to 
citrus fruits, as we were blessed with early 
rains. 
It is as anticipated ; no damage from 
the constant and heavy froste has resulted. 
The saíne rale will apply to other plants, 
with the exception of the cacti. 
And it may 
be regarded 
as an axiom —moisture and 
warmth are life, dryness and cold are death. 
This winter has been very favorable for ex­ 
periments on the advantages of the mois» 
south winds over the north winds, sb we have 
had unusually cold south winds and tbe 
north winds have congealed water at a 
remarkably high temperature. 
M . Charles 
M artins notices the concomitance of dryness 
with the north and northwest winds along 
the borders of the Mediterranean, and ob 
serves: 
“ The causes of the death of plants 
in the winter are more complicated than are 
generally supposed, and we m ust give up the 
notion of defining the exact temperature 
bel .w which they must perish.” 
M y experiments and observations show me 
that M. Martins ¡B correct; no definite rule 
can be established except we know that evap­ 
oration and tbs negaiive electricity in the 
north wind will, at times, cause 
mors dam­ 
age than the temperature would alone jo-tify 
us in believing to be possible. 
In 1880, in 
November, the 14th was the coldest night, 
and the temperature was 22.50°. 
Orange 
tries were destroyed all over the State, much 
more damage being done than in December, 
1878, when no old treea were injured in the 
least, although the night of December 26th 
showed a mean temperature of only 19 66° ; 
but iu 1378 to this time 1 336 inches ef rain 
had fallen, and in 18S0 none had been de­ 
posited. 
In 1880 all the geraniums and other 
tender plants were damaged and cnt down to 
their roots, and would have been this season 
if not for the tim ely rain and fogs which 
have come for their nourishment. 
It is noted 
that every long dry spell in winter the frosts 
do more damage to gardens than in wet Cold 
weather. This year in December the weather 
was damp and cold, the coldest fogs I ever 
noticed ; for instance, the 23d, 31° at 6 A. M , 
.009 of an inch of water having been de­ 
posited, there was heavy frost and ice one- 
eighth of an inch thick formed, and yet no 
damage happened to plants ; on the contrary, 
many of the plants started to sprout and 
grow. 
A dry north wind, at several dogrees 
above freezing p int, will, by its rapid evap­ 
oration of moisture, aud electrical phenomena, 
freeze water. 
On the 1st of February, at 6 
a. id., it was 39’—7° above freezing point— 
wind north, no white frost, but ice 1-lGth of 
an inch thick formed on a barrel cf water in 
my yard. 
Ou the 9th the temperature at 6 
A. M. was the same (39°), wiud south, ar d no 
white frost or ice. 
W hen the north wind has 
prevailed several days, an immediate change 
of a few hoars to the south does not chaoge 
the influence of the north wiud ; at least 
twenty-four hours is required. 
The same is 
true of the south winds. 
I have a banana 
ten feet high, which stands exposed. 
W hen­ 
ever tbe Bouth wind prevails it will start to 
grow, but a north wind w ill soon turn that 
growth black. 
During the cold days of De­ 
cember it made new leaves; the north wiuds 
checked it, but the recsnt return of southerly 
currents has again started it. 
Moisture has 
not always the deposit from the air. 
Thie is 
seen by placing a bright metallic lubstance— 
an ax will do—on the ground ; underneath iu 
the morí iug you will find it covered with 
dew, 
while 
the 
upper 
surface 
is 
dry. 
Plants 
draw 
their 
moisture 
from 
the 
ground 
thr. ugh 
their roots. 
The calla 
and banana are examples. 
If they are cov- 
eredfrom evaporating winds they will be found 
wet. 
It was a generally-accepted opinion 
that dew which wets the leaves was absorbed. 
By exDerimenta Duchatre has to the contrary 
proved that dew does not penetrate iDto the 
tissues of the leaves. 
Detached leaves do ab­ 
sorb, but living plants do not absorb the 
least particle, the greasy coating of the 
leaves preventing it. 
It is through tbe 
medium of the ground, according to Sendtuer, 
that dew acts upon vegetatioD. 
It falls from 
plants by its weight, the eatth receives the 
moisture, which is at once sucked up by the 
planto’ roots. 
“ In the forests of warm coun­ 
tries, dew-drops continually fill from the 
trees in a plentiful shower.” Of the influence 
of tbe electric miéis upon plants and animals, 
savs Peltier?, we have not sufficient observ­ 
ations to treat it properly. 
Sir Humphry 
D vy Rays : “ S ed a sprouted in water at ihe 
p isiiive pole of electricity rapiuly, but at the 
negative pole they did not sprout at all. 
L ’Abbe Bertholon gives many curiouB facts; 
fruits ripen, fl wera bloom, and are better 
than ordinary with the positive electricity ; 
but witb the negativa elec’ricity, all was re­ 
versed. 
The growth and formation of leaves 
were checked ; the developm ent of fruit and 
flowers, aud the secretion of matters was im­ 
peded. 
The north wind of this coast has its 
sister in th a t. f the pim pas of South Am er­ 
ica, of which Carnow says : “ The north wind 
imposes upon delicate nerves a heavy weight 
of disagreeable sensations. 
Such is the effect 
of the wind that in the old Spanish Courts 
some allowance was made for a criminal who 
had com mitted a crime during it? prevalence. 
M any persons can by the state of their nerves 
tell whether the wind is from the north.” 
There is no benefit to vegetation in a norther; 
a south wind under all ciicum stances is to be 
preferred. 
Pr. feasor TyDdall says that the 
loss of humidity continued through several 
days, through the action of a drying wind, 
prepares for the escape of the beat of the 
earth by night, through unimpeded radiation 
into space. 
A t the equator, under a vertical sun, the 
m oist air is constantly rising during the day, 
aud electricity returniug to the eartb. 
The 
v ip r which accompanies the reverse trade 
wiuds in the upper regions must b en e.atively 
electrified. 
From which we may iufer that 
there is a current of electricity through the 
earth, from the equator to the poles, and a 
neutralization by the air above which gives 
r:?e to the Aur -ra pilaris. 
Peltiers states he 
can tell by the cotor of a cloud whether it be 
DO-itive!y or negatively charged. 
Clouds n e­ 
gatively electrified are of a bluish gray color, 
while those which ara positively charged are 
white, and at sun-et have a red appearance. 
It may be noticed that the peculiar look in 
ihe eistern horizoD, at sunset, the day belcre 
and during the prevalence of a north wind ; 
it is of a gray, violet color, and is no doubt 
causal the same as the Aurora of the north, 
by negative electricity. 
Professor John Trowbridge, of Harvard 
University, who is au accepted authority on 
meteorology, says : “ Very little is known 
iu regard to the electric state of tbe atmos­ 
phere, and no systematic observations are 
taken of it in America. 
It is well known 
that the northwest winds along our northern 
coast are u-ually accompanied by a positive 
change in the atmosphere, and tbe east winds 
by a negative change or absence of change. 
Tne coming of there winds can he predicted 
to n certain extent by observations on the 
electricity of the air.” The Prof-ssor thinks 
all the colleges ?h' uld procure instruments 
and take ob-ervati. n? by some plm ef co­ 
operation, which could be done at Email ex ­ 
pense. 


L aunched.—T be snag-boat Seizer, which 
has been on the ways at W ashington for 
several weeks undergoing repairs, was euc 
ceeefally launched yesterday afternoon.

V enus is m orning star n n til the 20tb, 
w hen she com es into Buperior conjunction 
w ith the sun, and is then evening star for 
the rest of the m onth. 
She easily wins 
tbe place of honor am ong th e planets, for 
when, after conjunction, she passes to the 
eastern side of the eud, she enters apon a 
career w hich, at its close, w ill culm inate 
in the greatest astronom ical even t of the 
year, and perhaps the greatest event of the 
century. 
T his even t of transcendent im ­ 
portance is the trausit of V enus on the 6th. 
of December, 18S2. 
She then reaches her 
inferior conjunction, passing directly be­ 
tw een us and the sun, and is projected on 
the sun’s disk like a round, 
black spot. 
The transit w ill be visible throughout the 
W estern 
H em isphere, 
bo 
that 
our 
side of th e globe is th e fortunate one 
this tim e in regard to locality ; and the 
transit in th is locality w ill continue for 
six hours. 
I t seem s like announcing an 
even t a great w hile before its occurrence, 
but astronom ers all over the globe have 
loDg sounded the busy notes of preparation. 
It ie said that som e of them have been 25 
years gettin g ready for this long-antici­ 
pated transit. 
Am erican astronom ers w ill 
bring all their scientific apparatus into the 
field— the best telescopes, transit instru­ 
m ents, photographic m ethods, and every­ 
thing else that can be m ade available on 
th e occasion. 
European astronom ers w ill 
com e over th e st3 by th e hundreds, and 
choose the m ost eligible localities for u til­ 
izing their fine 
instrum ents and 
liner 
braiLS. 
In telligen t observers who are not 
scientifically trained, and who care noth­ 
ing for contacts and m athem atical niceties, 
w ill bring into uae every accessible tel­ 
escope and spy-glass. 
Observers w ho have 
keen eyerigb t w ill view the great lum inary, 
deprived of his glare by sm oked glass, and 
perhaps discern w ith the naked eye a tiny 
black dot m aking its slow w ay over its 
lace.

T h e 
L e st S lorm —P hen o m en al W eather. 
M a rts v illb . February 17th.—A heavy 
rain set in at 10 o’clock last night, changing 
to a enow at 2 o’clock this morning. 
Snow 
fell steadily till after 8 o’clock, with £» north­ 
east wind. 
The sun then came out and the 
enow began to melt fast. 
About three iccheB 
of snow fell. 
I t was two and a half inches 
deep on a level at 9 o’clock. 
M any young 
orange trees and a number of large shade 
trees were broken <ff under the weight of 
snow. 
The whole valley, as far as could be 
seen from the highest elevation in the city, 
was white this morning. 
The rivers are ris­ 
ing slightly, but arc still at an unusually low 
stage for the season. 
Men end boys by the 
hundred have been snow-balling all the morn­ 
ing, and at the street comers pedestrians and 
drivers of all teams were pitilessly pelted. The 
last time a noteworthy fall of snow occurred 
in Marysville was in December, 1873, when 
the snow was eight inches deep. 
In 1868 
there was a fall of four inches. 
The total 
precipitation since yesterday coon, including 
the melted snow, is .93 of an inch, making a 
total for the season cf 11.67 inches. Total to 
corresponding date last season, 20 95 inches. 
The b c o w will cot injure, but rather benefit, 
the growing crops. 
They are looking as well 
as can be desired—much better than at this 
tim e last year. 
The rain this season lias 
fallen as fast as needed, and in sufficient 
quantity, because the distribution has been 
equable. 
Never was there a better outlook 
for a prosperous season for farmers in this 
section. 
E arly this morniug a Marysville 
man drove through the streets in an impro 
vised sleigh, with a large cow bell jingling on 
the horse’s neck. 
The vehicle slid along 
smoothly with the horse at a six-minute gait. 
N o rth San Ju a n , February 17th.—We 
are having phenomenal weather here. 
Early 
yesterday morning rain began to fall, then 
changing in a few hours into fnow, accom­ 
panied by a thunder-storm and vivid light 
uing. 
A hail storm followed, then snow 
again, which lasted nearly the entire night. 
The b c o w lies about seven inches deep. 
Re­ 
ports from points north and east show that 
this snow-storm is the severest known for 
many years past. 
I t beats the oldest inhabi­ 
tants. 
G rass V allet, February 17th.—The se­ 
verest storm of the season started about dusk 
last evening, and has continued off and on up 
to the present writing, duiing which time 
some eight inches or more has fallen. 
To­ 
night it is clear, and fiom the foothills and 
valleys a heavy fall is reported. 
W here snow

I t is snowing verv hard at this time, 
with the wind south. 
Everybody is jubi­

T h e 
S e a W a l l. -T h e Commissioners 
appointed by th e Governor on the San 
Francisco sea-wall m atter report th a t they 
have had a resurvey of tne wall made. 
Upon the basis he had to act upon, they 
say th a t expert Crane’s report was correct. 
T hey add : 
“ W e call attention to the 
facts, first, th a t the chief cause of m isun­ 
derstanding as to the apparently great ex­ 
cess of the results over the estim ates on 
this work has been the fact th a t the m ate­ 
rial was contracted for in the loose state, 
as delivered in cars, carts and wagons, and 
placed in a large wall and em bankm ent, 
w here its degree of consolidation is from 15 
to 25 per cent, greater than in the condi­ 
tion "h ereu n d er it was measured, so th at 
the hundred cubic yards of the contracts 
and of t.he results have filled only seventy- 
five to eighty-five cubic yards of the work 
as estim ated ; and, second, 
th at work 
which was not intended in the original es­ 
tim ates was performed under the contracts 
and thus swelled the aggregate of the re­ 
sults.” 
In Section 1 they eay probably 
20,000 cubic yards of earth were reported 
put into the w ork in excess of the am ount 
really pu t in, and 10.000 yards in Section 
2, and in Section A, 5,000 to S,000 yards. 
They conclude thus : 
“ W ith the above­ 
m entioned exceptions the outcom e of this 
work, as a whole, is abont w hat m ight have 
been expected, so far as we are able to 
figure from any data a t our command. 
On 
a work of this kind, conducted as this has 
been, there may have been errors, or there 
may have been intentional wrong doing in 
the m atter of gauging and reporting the 
loads of m aterial delivered, throughout the 
whole, so as to defy discovery by the 
m ethod of detection we have a t command ; 
but if such was the fact, in our judgm ent, 
the percentage of the total am ount under 
aDy contract thus wrongfully reported was 
small and not capable of detection by any 
engineering m ethod now possible of appli­ 
cation. ” 


L e a d O r e s . —W illiam Gay, who is in­ 
terested in a mining location called the 
M am moth, w hich is about one m ile n o rth ­ 
west of Spenceville, brought to tow n yes­ 
terday a num ber of pieces of ore from the 
claim which were rem arkably heavy in 
lead. 
This was taken out w ithin four feet 
of the surface of the ground. 
There were 
no assayers or experts here to tell w hether 
the ore coutained silver, but appearances 
favored the belief of the presence of th at 
valuable metal. 
The great copper belt 
runs through the foothills a t Spenceville 
and vicinity, and these lead ores are in the 
same geological form ation. 
Some of the 
veins prospect in gold, but are not rich in 
th a t precions m etal. 
The region to the 
north and south of Spenceville is rich in 
copper ores, and lead and silver may yet 
be found in quantity to prove profitable 
for working, as the specimens above seem 
to indicate.—[N evada Transcript.

E x t e r m i n a t o r — P eter 
V ignant, 
who has a fine orchard in the northern 
suburbs of Placerville, says the M ountain 
Democrat, has m et w ith flue success in the 
use of a m ixture of ashes and slacked lime 
— half and halt of each in bulk—as a 
codling m oth exterm inator. 
H e stirs up 
th e ground for several feet around the tree 
and w orks in this m ixture, and aho, after 
scraping the loose and rough bark from the 
trees, gives the tru ck s and lim bs a thor­ 
ough dusting w ith it. 
This latter course is 
pursued in dry w eather, when ram is indi- 
ca’ed, th at the w ater may dissolve the 
m ixture and carry it into any interstices 
th a t m ight escape the dry powder and in 
w hich the little pests may be b id d en .' H e 
has found this treatm ent very effectual.
